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The Vanier Library of Concordia University presents an 
exhibit of 27 contemporary poets of English Québec. This 
exhibit, the first ofits kind, attests to the vibrancy and richness 
of English literary culture in this province. Included in the 
display are books, manuscripts, and photographs, most of 
which are on loan from the participating poets. Because of 
space constraints, not all of our poets are represented here. To 
those worthy bards whom we could not accommodate we offer 
our deepest apologies. We do believe, however, that our 27 
poets represent an excellent cross section of the best of 
contemporary Québec English-language poetry. 


It must be stated that of the 27 participating poets, 16 are or 
have been associated with Concordia University. This 
amazing fact bears witness to the enormous contribution 
Concordia has made, and continues to make, to the literary life 
of Québec. 


Our poets should be cherished. They are the soul of our 
culture. They deserve our support and enthusiasm. Without 
them we are all impoverished.
